not the emls attained, but the means 
to an end. 
“ Since ther are 10,000,000 negroes 
in the United Stated,” lie continued, 
“ 0,000,000 of whom live in the south 
and 85 per cent of whom live oil the 
soil, we said we would try to help 
this class. We are trying to 
brush 
aside artificiality and get down to 
bed rock. 
We are trying to lace the 
facts insofar as our race 
is 
con­ 
cerned. 
We have kept in mind we 
were working with a young race that 
has to pass through the same silly 
period as the boy. 
You have to be 
patient with the boy. 
Lots of peo­ 
ple have overlooked the fact that the 
negro race has to pass through the 
same period. You used to say, when 
a negro who had been educated got 
a cane and a big cigar, ‘that is what 
education does for the negro.*’ 
But 
with few exceptions the educated ne­ 
groes of the south have learned that 
education should be signified by hu­ 
mility. 


“ At Tuskegee we are not teaching 
agriculture. 
I have heard you peo­ 
ple up here talk considerable about 
this thing. We have just plain farm­ 
ing. 
Neither 
do 
we 
teach 
any 
household are or domestic science. 
We have just a plain cooking course. 
This domestic science and household 
art may be all right, but some times 
the household art and the cooking 
gets mixed up on the table and then 
there is trouble.” 


He told of the objections he 
met 
with when he tirst started Tuskegee. 
Negroes thought it foolist to teach 
their children how to 
work 
when 
they had been worked all their life. 
They believed work shouldn't ever be 
mentioned. 
But 
Mr. 
Washington 
showed them the difference between 
working and 
being 
worked. 
Being 
worked, he said, meant slavery, and 
working meant 
freedom. 
Through 
the efforts of Tuskegee, he asserted, 
much of the prejudice of the south­ 
ern negro against work has been bro­ 
ken down. 


lie told of the reformation in the 
methods of education at 
Tuskegee. 
lb* said they stood a few of those 
“ Beyond-Italy-Lies-the-Alps 
com­ 
mencements’’ and then they called a 
halt. 
Now they work with things as 
they are. They do not acquire all of 
their knowledge from texts, without 
consideration of the 
things 
about 
them. 
Now the commencement exer­ 
cises consist of 
demonstrations 
in 
cooking by the girls and talks, with 
tin* proofs, by the boys. 
There are 
no talk-', he said, on “ The Psychol­ 
ogy of Turnips.” 
lie said the work 
of the Institute would accomplish 
nothing unless its 
knowledge 
were 
spread broadcast. Educated negroes 
are being sent out continually. 


Mr. Washington gave some 
as­ 
tounding figures. 
In the south 
the 
negroes own 
20,000,000 
acres 
of 
land, a body as large as the 
New 
England 
states, 
excluding 
Maim*. 
They own 700,000 houses and pav 
taxes 
on 
$700,000,000 
worth 
of 
property. This means of course, that 
it's value is much greater than that. 
I hey own 10,000 dry goods stores, 
100 drug stores and own or control 
(iO banks. When they were freed only 
three per cent, could read or write, 
but now (»9 per cent. can. 
This is 
higher than in many foreign coun­ 
tries. 
lie recalled congress had nev­ 
er been 
compelled 
to 
appropriate 
money to keep the negro, where as 
> engross pays oufc~$12,000,000 annu­ 
ally to support 400,000 Indians.

recalled that the negro seldom begs.

said,

negro 
adapts 
himself more 
quickly 
to 
American ways than any foreigner. 
He dresses the same way, eats the 
same food, has the same 
religion 
and is an American citizen first, last 
and all the time.

Washington’s 
address 
was 
confined to his work with the negro 
race and his accomplishments with 
the school for colored j»copie at Tus­ 
kegee, Ala. 
He recalled that a few 
years ago newspapers and some of 
the higher critics predicted that the 
race problem had been solved when 
G00 negroes sailed back to their na­ 
tive land. 
But Mr. Washington said 
that same morning before breakfast 
G00 more negroes had been born. The 
critics did not take that into consid­ 
eration. 
He asserted the problems 
had to be faced and settled here. 


He ridiculed the idea of segrega­ 
tion. 
lie said it would be absurd to 
build a wall to confine the 
negroes 
to a given territory and that it would 
take more than five walls to keep the 
white men out. lie declared his race 
had some advantages as well as dis­ 
advantages. 
He recalled that 
his­ 
tory shows it was the only race that 
ever came to America on urgent in­ 
vitation. 
He remembered that our 
forefathers landed here against the 
wishes of the “ leading citizens” of 
North America, 
lie said the negro 
was not only invited here, but that 
his transportation was paid, lie as­ 
serted it would he ungracious on the 
part of the 
negro not to remain. 


“ I believe,” he 
said “ there 
is 
enough Christianity and forbearance 
here 
and 
we 
are all Christians 
enough for 
each race to live out its 
destiny side by side.” 


Mr. Washington was horn in 1858 
or 59 in Virginia, 
lie is not sure 
about the exact time or place, but he 
said he was sure he was horn. After 
the war, lie said, the question of the 
future came to his mother as to ev­ 
ery other negro just set free, 
and 
they moved to the eoal mining dis­ 
trict of West Virginia and he was 
hired out as a helper in the 
coal 
mines. 
One day he heard two negro 
miners telling of a negro school at 
Hampton and a desire at once arose 
in his breast to go there. lie started 
on foot, walking a distance of 500 
miles, 
lb* told of his entrance ex­ 
amination, which consisted of sweep­ 
ing a room. He passed it successful­ 
ly and gained his first education. 


He taught school in West Virginia; 
•» 
for a time and then went to the black 
belt of Alabama, 
where, 
in 
some1 
countries, 
negroes 
outnumber 
the 
whites as high as ten to one. 
There, 
he asserted, the race problem 
w a s 
most serious, 
lie said when lie first 
started his work, his aims were very 
selfish, but that he has nothing now 
hut one ambition to serve the best 
interest of all the people 
of 
the 
soul ii. 


“ There is no form of slavery,” he* 
continued with great emphasis, “ so 
great as that which sets one 
race 
against another. 
It is that 
racial 
hatred that the people across 
the 
water are paying the price for now." 


Mr. Washington 
established 
tin 
Tuskegee Normal and Industrial In­ 
stitute in 1881, with one teacher and 
thirty students. 
The students mul­ 
tiplied until an old cabin, the first 
home of the 
Institute, 
grew 
too 
small and an old hen house had ti­ 
be used in addition. 
During regular 
sessions the student body numbers 
over 1,009, who come from 30 dif­ 
ferent states and among whom 17 
foreign countries 
or 
colonies 
are 
represented. There are 197 
instruc­ 
tors. 
The trustees own and control 
3.000 acres of land and 97 buildings 
have been erected through the aid of 
the students. The estimated value of 
the holdings of the Institute is $1,~
